Officials of the society de 
clined to discuss the case and 
the names of those involved 
were withheld. 

A leader of the Jehovah's Wit- 
ness sect in Vancouver said the 
parents have had some contact 
with the sect but are not, “strict- 
ly speaking,” members 

The parents twice refused to 
permit the transfusions, and 
they are understood to have 
based their objections on re 
ligious grounds.
